Farther  to  walk 

Construction  of  an  additional  parking  lot  and  other  projects  received 
the  "go-ahead"  signal  at  PUCC  following  the  awarding  of  contracts. 

Purdue's  Board  of  Trustees  awarded  the  contracts  on  four  projects 
Thursday,  September  13,  at  a  meeting  at  the  West  Lafayette  campus. 

Vic  Kirsch  Construction  Co.,  of  Hammond,  received  the  contract  to 
build  a  200-vehicle  lot  for  parking  on  university  property  south  of  173rd 
street  between  Woodmar  and  Ontario  streets.  The  firm  was  the  lowest  of 
two  bidders  with  a  base  bid  of  $32,000. 

Compacted  crushed  stone  will  serve  as  the  base  for  the  new  "D"  lot 
which  will  have  entrance  and  exit  areas  at  173rd  street. 

Dr.  Carl  H.  Elliott,  dean  and  director  here,  pointed  out  that  the  new  lot 
will  provide  additional  parking  facilities  for  the  expanding  enrollment  at 
this  commuter  campus.  The  other  parking  lots  will  provide  space  for 
about  1630  vehicles. 

Walsh  and  Kelly  Contractors,  Inc.,  of  Griffith,  was  awarded  the 
contract  to  resurface  the  current  "D"  lot  with  a  bid  cf  $34,000.  The  proj¬ 
ect  involves  blacktopping  the  area  which  adjoins  _ 

the  parking  lot  that  was  resurfaced  earlier  this 
summer.  After  completion,  the  area  will  be  used  by 
students  and  staff  who  pay  fees  for  parking  permits.

Day 

Care 

Center

Two  years  ago  an  attempt  was 
made  by  the  Psychology 
Department  to  set  up  a  child  day 
care  center  for  the  pre-school 
children  of  students  at  PUCC. 
The  facility  was  to  serve  two 
purposes:  first,  as  a  direct 
service  for  students  with  pre¬ 
school  children;  second,  as  a 
laboratory  granting  practical 
experience  to  students  enrolled  in 
various  psychology  programs 
and  to  students  in  the  Day  Care 
associate  degree  program. 

|  A  survey  of  married  female 
students  taken  at  that  time 
indicated  that  there  was  a 
definite  need  for  a  day  care 
program  at  PUCC.  Attempts 
were  made  through  the 
University  funding  and  through 
the  Sears  Foundation  to  obtain 
the  necessary  monies  to  begin  the 
program.  However,  due  to  a  lack 


of  available  funds  the  program 
never  went  beyond  the  planning 
stages. 

Since  this  initial  attempt  in  1971 
to  begin  the  day  care  center, 
there  have  been  many  inquiries 
by  students  to  both  the  G.A.S.  and 
the  Psychology  Department  as  to 
when  the  program  will  begin.  The 
need  for  a  reliable  day  care 
program  for  pre-school  children 
still  exists! 

There  is  also  a  similar  need  in 
the  Psychology  Department  for 
opportunities  in  observation  and 
practicum  which  the 
establishment  of  a  day  care 
center  would  facilitate.  Present 
course  offerings  in  child 
psychology,  developmental 
psychology,  social  psychology 
and  personality  have  no 
demonstrational,  observational, 
or  participant-observer  facilities 
on  campus.  Students  enrolled  in 
the  Day  Care  program  are 
required  to  have  a  certain 
number  of  hours  of  experience  in 
child  care,  but  must  now  go  off 
campus  for  this  experience. 

"Since  psychology  as  a  science 
is  interested  in  all  human 
behavior  and  is  increasingly 
concerned  with  human  behavior 
in  society,  some  broader  based 
laboratory  programs  are  vital 
necessities,''  declared  Dr. 
Chester  D.  Clapp,  section 
chairman  of  the  Department  of 


Psychology  and  Sociology. 

The  ultimate  goal  of  the 
program,  according  to  Dr.  Clapp, 
is  to  set  up  a  Life  Cycle 
Laboratory  which  will  serve  as 
the  core  facility  permitting  both 
faculty  and  students  to  work 
directly  with  persons  in  everyday 
life  in  the  community. 

By  offering  the  day  care 
services  for  pre-school  children 
and  later  programs  for  the 
elderly,  the  Laboratory  will  be 
providing  opportunities  for  the 
two  most  forgotten  segments  of 
our  society  and  will  at  the  same 
time  be  creating  psychological 
opportunities  for  students 
working  with  people  in  all  stages 
of  life. 

For  the  program  to  reach  this 
ultimate  goal  of  Life  Cycle 
Laboratory,  there  must  first  be 
the  initial  step  of  the  day  care 
center.  From  this  beginning 
there  can  be  further  expansion  as 
funds  become  available.  But  to 
begin  there  must  be  initial 
funding;  there  must  be  facilities; 
there  must  be  personnel  to 
operate  the  center. 

Although  to  begin  the  day  care 
program  funding  is  necessary  to 
develop  the  facilities  and  hire  a 
director  and  the  staff,  this  will 
ultimately  be  a  self  financing 
program.  This  is  necessary  in 
view  of  the  current  sharp 
curtailment  of  tax  funds  for 


higher  education  by  the  federal, 
state  and  local  government. 

After  the  establishment  of  the 
center  there  will  be  a  minimal  fee 
charged  to  the  parents  for  the  day 
care  services  which  will  be 
sufficient  to  meet  the  operational 
costs  of  housing,  equipment,  and 
daily  supervisory  personnel  for 
the  children.  There  is  at  the 
present  time  no  staff  money 
available  to  hire  additional 
personnel  to  work  with  the 
program. 

When  the  program  was 
initiated  in  1971,  two  faculty 
members  (Dr.  Jean  Prebis— 
Developmental  Psychology 
and  Dr.  Vito  Damusis  —  Social 
Psychology)  volunteered  to 
co-direct  the  laboratory  dur¬ 
ing  its  foundation  and  early 
developmental  period.  Other 
university  staff  (education, 
nursing,  language,  etc.)  also 
indicated  their  willingness  to 
volunteer  their  assistance  to 
develop  this  significant  addition 
to  our  campus. 

The  University  does  at  the 
present  time  own  a  number  of 
houses  on  Ontario  Street  which, 
when  they  become  available  for 
occupancy,  could  be  remodeled 
as  housing  for  the  center.  There 
are  funds  available  at  the  present 
time  for  remodeling  of  present 
university  facilities.  There  is  also 


the  possibility  of  obtaining  an 
unused  portable  classroom 
building  from  an  area  school 
system  or  from  another  Purdue 
system.  These  possibilities  do 
exist. 

Other  parts  of  the  Purdue 
University  system  have  found 
ways  to  begin  the  program. 
There  is  at  the  present  time  an 
extensive  Life  Cycle  Laboratory 
in  operation  at  the  West 
Lafayette  Campus.  This  program 
has  already  proved  itself  to  be 
beneficial  to  both  the  psychology 
students  and  the  parents  of  pre¬ 
school  children.  In  the  past  year 
day  care  programs  have  been 
initiated  at  Purdue  University 
North  Central  Campus  at 
Westvtlle  and  at  the  combined 
Indiana-Purdue  University 
Campus  at  Fort  Wayne.  Both 
programs  have  proved  to  be  an 
effective  part  of  the  university's 
total  effort  to  provide  ways  for 
more  adults  to  enter  college.

"Oaken  Arbor  in  Cost  Squeeze" 

Like  businesses  everywhere,  the  Oaken  Arbor  is  caught  between 
rising  wholesale  prices  and  consumer  demand  for  reasonable  prices. 
Meeting  the  challenge  isn't  easy,  but  manager  Jim  Kallas  is  giving  it 
the  old  college  try. 

Wholesale  prices  on  some  food  items  went  up  60%over  the  summer. 
Hot  dogs  went  from  .  69c  to  $1.10  a  pound.  Hamburger  hit  a  high  of  $1  30 
a  pound,  up  from  .  83c  last  year.  Thirty  pounds  of  french  fries  cost  a 
dollar  more  this  year  and  pies  went  up  another  .15c.  Roast  beef  is  so 
expensive  that  Jim  can't  put  it  on  the  menu  at  a  price  students  can 
afford. 

He  has  been  forced  to  raise  prices,  though— ,03c  to  .07c  on  various 
food  items.  But  this  increase  isn't  enough  to  keep  the  Oaken  Arbor's 
profit  margin  up.  Restaurants  usually  try  to  earn  a  10%  profit  on 
revenue,  but  Jim  says  he'll  come  closer  to  5%this  year.

Yet  the  person  who  would  watch 
Helen  Hayes  or  Paul  Scofield  in 
the  movies  and  marvel  at  their 
performances  is  the  very  one  who 
fails  to  recognize  that  the  future 
Hayes  and  Scofields  come  from 
within  our  college  and  university 
theatre  companies. 


dramas  and  hilarious 
comedies  are  invariably 
replaced  by  inept  melo¬ 
dramas,  inane  travesties, 
or  insipid  soap  operas 
which  never  allow  the 
viewer  the  luxury  of 
contemplating  the  action. 
The  television  addict  is 
instead  treated  to  simple 
plots  in  which  all  the 
thinking  has  been  done  for 
him.  Television  plots 
rarely  offer  any  variety. 
Week  atter  week,  the  same 
detectives  chase  the  same 
type  of  criminals,  the 
respected  doctors  discover 
miracle  cures  (between 
aspirin  and  antacid 
commercials),  the  same 
bigot  curses  the  same 
ethnic  minorities,  and  so 
forth,  in  an  infinite  parade 
of  repetition.  The  outcome 
of  most  television 
programs  is  the  sugary 
sweet,  "all's  well  that  ends 
well."  It  is  impossible  to 
watch  this  onslaught  of 
moronic  programming 
and  still  retain  com¬ 
petence.  Television  offers 
a  surrogate  for  in¬ 
telligence  to  those  who  are 
foolish  enough  or  blind 
enough  to  accept  it.

Norm  was  in  an  automobile 
accident  which  brought  about  a 
case  of  almost  total  paralysis. 
Now  he  is  faced  with  the  greatest 
game  of  his  life,  the  game  of  bare 
survival.  Norm,  we  who  know 
you  know  that  you  are  able  to 
kick  the  winning  goal  and  bounce 
back  from  this  tragedy.  I  think 
that  maybe  what  we  need  here  is 
a  "Pray  for  Norm  McConnell 
Day"  at  PUCC.  I  know  that  at 
night  when  I  pray  I  beg  for 
Norm's  recovery  and  that  I 
should  continue  to  love  and  miss 
him.

Johnny  Winter  —  Austin,  Texas 
An  albino  playing  the  blues  may 
seem  ironic,  but  Johnny  Winter 
more  than  proves  his  ability  as  a 
bluesman  who  has  paid  his  dues. 
He  plays  a  sharp,  dynamic,  fluid, 
and  piercing  brand  of  blues.  It 
comes  across  with  all  the 
intensity  of  a  man  outcast  by 
society.  His  vocals  are  just  as 
mean  as  his  guitar.  It's  hard  to 
describe  this  album  because  it 
says  so  much  about  Winter  and 
blues  in  general.  Actually,  this 
album  is  a  re-issue  of  one  of  his 
earlier  recordings.  It  is, 
nevertheless,  a  valid  example  of 
Winter's  excellent  guitar  playing 
as  well  as  a  good  look  into  one  of 
the  most  important  figures  in  the 


blues  field. 

Neu  —  Neu!  This  German  two- 
man  band  offers  quite  a  contrast 
to  Winter's  gutsy  blues.  It 
consists  of  all  instrumental 
tracks  somewhat  along  the  lines 
of  Pink  Floyd  and  lesser  known 
Hawkwind.  I  found  the  album 
refreshing  and  innovative  in  its 
electronic  simplicity.  The  subtle 
rhythms  of  Neu  have  an  almost 
hypnotic  effect.  There  is  a  slight 
jazzy  feeling  that  runs. 
throughout  the  album  which 
blends  in  with  the  special  effects 
better  than  one  might  expect.  As 
long  as  you're  not  in  the  mood  for 
something  loud,  this  album  is 
guaranteed  to  make  you  feel 
good. 

The  Ship  —  A  Contemporary  Folk 


Music  Journey  After  several  rock 
operas,  I  suppose  this  was  bound 
to  happen  ...  a  folk  opera.  The 
surprising  fact  is  though,  it's 
done  well.  In  fact,  I  like  it  more 
than  I  liked  Superstar.  It  has 
more  continuity  than  Tommy.

our  advisors 

Anne  Mickles 

THIS  IS  THE  FIRST  PART  IN  A  SERIES  OF  ARTICLES  ON 
ACADEMIC  ADVISORS. 

Two  years  ago  PUCC  students  and  faculty  participated  in  a  survey 
to  detect  the  weak  points  of  the  academic  advising  system  here.  The 
survey  concerned  the  advising  system  in  general  as  well  as  the  actual 
advising  sessions.  Topics  included  the  effectiveness  of  the  advising 
sessions,  putting  instructors'  names  on  the  printed  class  scheduled, 
and  having  privacy  during  the  advising  sessions. 

There  were  changes  made  at  that  time  due  to  the  results  of  that 
questionnaire.  First,  the  names  of  instructors  teaching  classes  were 
placed  on  the  printed  class  schedules.  Second,  information  concerning 
course  offerings  at  other  colleges  was  made  available  to  students  in  a 
notebook  entitled  “Calumet  Region  College  Class  Schedules"  which  is 
kept  at  the  Reserve  desk  in  the  library. 

However,  nothing  specifically  has  been  done  since  that  time  to 
improve  the  quality  of  academic  advising  itself.  The  survey  showed 
that  the  students  as  well  as  the  advisors  were  disappointed  in  the 
quality  of  the  advising  session.  Many  expressed  a  desire  for  more 
meaningful  session. 

Students  expressed  this  same  need  to  improve  the  quality  of 
academic  advising  in  the  survey  which  was  taken  by  the  NEXUS  at  the 
beginning  of  this  semester. 

THERE  IS  A  DEFINITE  NEED  WHICH  HAS  BEEN  EXPRESSED 
BY  PUCC  STUDENTS  FOR  MORE  MEANINGFUL  ACADEMIC 
ADVISING! 

IS  IT  THE  DUTY  OF  THE  ADVISOR  ONLY  TO  SIGN  THE 
STUDENT'S  REGISTRATION  CARD?  Is  this  really  all  that  advisors 
are  expected  to  do?  It  seems  that  many  see  this  as  their  only 
responsibility.  If  so  why  are  they  called  advisors.  Would  it  not  be  more 
appropriate  to  call  them  PICOCS  (Professors  In  Charge  Of  Card 
Signing)?

No-Hitter  broken  up

The  long  drought  is  finally 
over.  And,  now  it's  reasonably 
safe  to  say  that  this  year's  soccer 
season  will  be  better  than  last. 

With  six  cute  cheerleaders  and 
a  good-sized  crowd  lauding'  the 
Piper  efforts,  Purdue  Cal 
defeated  Huntington,  3-1.  The  win 
opened  the  73  Piper  soccer 
season  and  "closed  the  door"  on 
an  eleven  game  losing  streak. 

Visiting  Huntington  was 
plagued  with  three  items:  a  late 
show.  Bob  Markovich's  head  and 
Bob  Jone's  "no  hitter." 

Firstly,  the  majority  of  the 
Huntington  players  didn't  arrive 
until  2  PM,  or  game  time.  The 
visitors  were  then  granted  a  ten- 
minute  warmup. 

Secondly,  Bob  Markovich  used 
his  head.  Literally.  After  Bill 
Barney,  assisted  by  Bill  Putney, 
opened  the  scoring  at  3:08  of  the 
first  half,  Markovich  butted  his 
head  against  the  ball  for  the  other 
two  Piper  goals.  "Marko's"  first 
goal  (actual  game-winner)  came 


at  27:28  of  the  first  half  (assisted 
by  Orest  Kuznir).  Kuznir  and  Don 
Willison  assisted  Markovich's 
second  head  knocker  at  16: 15  of 
the  final  half. 

And  thirdly.  Bob  Jones  in  his 
goalie  debut  recorded  17  saves 
and  a  shutout  for  his  75-minute 
performance.  Certainly  a 
tremendous  feat  for  a  first-time 
effort.  Before  this  season  began, 
Jones  couldn't  even  spell 
"goalie";  however.  Coach  Frank 
Carroll  decided  that  at  least  two 
men  were  needed  for  that 
position,  thus  giving  Jones  an 
opportunity  to  apply.  In  practice 
sessions,  Jones  and  Bob  Sharp 
looked  relatively  even,  but  Jones 
got  the  first  game  assignment. 

Sharp  did  see  opening  game 
action,  collecting  six  saves  in 
finishing  the  remaining  fifteen 
minutes. 

For  a  segment  of  the  first  half, 
Goalie  Jones  could  have  caught 
"forty  winks".  Constant  pressure 
by  the  offensive  line  that  included 
Kuznir,  Markovich,  Barney, 


Nocheski,  Dmitrovich.  and 
Willison  kept  the  Huntington 
goalie  rather  busy. 

Meanwhile,  Cook,  Strysinski, 
Kanabay  and  Griffith  played 
secret  service  on  defense  for 
Jones.  When  Jones  was 
challenged,  he  made  some 
excellent  stops  to  keep 
Huntington  off  the  scoreboard. 
Apparently  the  work  by  Coach 
Carroll  and  former  standout 
goalie  Rod  Weingart  has  proven 
valuable. 

In  the  steals  department,  Jim 
Griffith  led  all  with  22,  Jim  Cook 
had  16,  Bill  Putney-14,  and  Duane 
Lenz,  John  Moore  and  Gary 
Kanabay  each  had  12. 

It's  logical  that  one  game 
cannot  foretell  an  entire  season. 
There  presently  aren't  any  cries 
of  "We're  Number  I".  Yet,  the 
Pipers  broke  a  long  losing  streak 
that  began  back  in  1971,  and  their 
'73  debut  was  definitely  an 
impressive  showing— -and  for  the 
latter  reason,  a  .500  or  better 
season  is  very  possible.
